TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
The Most Exciting Month 
Of The Year Is Here Again 


Herr it is June again, one of the 
most exciting, most individual, most in­ 
triguing months of the year 
We re not quite sure why this is

Quietly, and without fanfare, i t e m 
429 of the State B u d g e t has been 
amended in committee and the flood 
control problems of Tamalpais Valley 
and Coyote Creek-Richardson Bay may 
well be on their way to being solved. 
The amendment is a state allocation of 
$500,000 for the project It was inserted 
by Marin Senator John P. Mc­ 
Carthy in hearings before a 
Senate finance subcommittee 
It is now a definite part of 
the budget. 
What the sum would do 
would be to release a like 
•urn from the federal govern­ 
ment to construct the Coyote 
Creek Flood Control Protect. 
That project, you may recall, 
has been bogged down in a 
morass of finances for \ears. 
The state's $500,000 would 
be for acquisition of lands,

Pentagon press chief,

agement" are still reverberat­ 
ing. was to be "kicked up­ 
stairs." 
But Sylvester’s close ties 
with the White House "Mafia" 
(the inner clique of long-time 
assistants of the President) 
apparently has saved him for 
the time being. He is remain­ 
ing in the Defense Depart­ 
ment, but in a definitely clip­ 
ped role.

title and salary, he has been 
stripped of two key functions 
—and there may be others. 
Following is what has hap­ 
pened: 
The all-important authority 
over censorship has been tak­ 
en out of Sylvester's hands 
and assigned to a new agen­ 
cy, the directorate for classi­ 
fication management.

fice, has been made a special 
assistant for the express pur­ 
pose of handling press in­ 
quiries regarding the explo­ 
sive TFX plane contract, and 
to assist Defense Secretary 
McNamara in preparing his 
presentations to congression­ 
al committees on this stormy 
issue. 


NEWSMEN 
HAVE 
ready 
access to Splitt. They have 
been told to take up "special 
problems," particularly relat­ 
ing to McNamara, with Splitt. 
This is a big improvement 
for reporters. 
George MacClain. veteran 
civilian Air Force employee 
with considerable experience 
ir the security field, is the 
head of the new classification 
management agency. He will 
function directly under Wal­ 
ter Skallerup, Jr., deputy as­ 
sistant defense secretary for 
security policy. 
Effect of this change is to 
take censorship policy away 
from Sylvester and turn it 
over to others. 
Significantly, 
this 
major 
curbing of Sylvester was or­ 
dered by McNamara himself. 
J. R. LOFTIS, administra- 


tive assistant to McNamara, 
explained it under question­ 
ing by the House appropria­ 
tions subcommittee in charge 
of the multi-billion dollar De­ 
fense budget.

Tex ), chairman, wanted to 
know "what benefits you ex­ 
pect to derive from this new 
unit?" 
"The hope is that it will 
make some improvement in 
the selectivity of what should 
be classified (censored),’’ re­ 
plied Loftis. "While there is 
a great deal of information 
that has been given out that 
we perhaps think should not 
be given out, there is also a 
vast amount of information 
that 
is 
over-classified 
and 
which should be given to the 
public . . . I might add that 
the best decisions have not 
always been made. There has 
not always been consistency.” 


REP. GERALD FORD (R- 
Mich.) pointed out that the 
"tendency” has been to over­ 
classify, 
and 
ip 
many in­ 
stances classification involved 
opinion and not information 
that had anything to do with 
security. 
Rep. Harold Oatertag (R- 
N.Y.) closely questioned Lof­ 
tis to definitely establish that 
censorship policy has been 
taken 
out 
of 
Sylvester’s 
hands. 
"Are you taking it away 
from the office of public in­ 
formation?" asked Ostertag. 
"We are taking the declas­ 
sification function away from 
that office and placing it un­ 
der the office that has re­ 
sponsibility for security poli­ 
cies," said Loftis.

BIRMINGHAM. 
Ala. 
I* 
This Deep South city, 90 years 
old. is steeped in a tradition 
that is absorbed, rather than 
inherited 
Its relationship to the Old 
South is misleading. Because 
of its newness, it is forever 
trying to find a reason for its 
existence. 
And because it is new. it is 
thrashing about in an effort to 
become a modern city. 
It finds itself in the throes 
of social upheaval and rioting 
as Negroes battle for equal op­ 
portunity. 


Why docs Birmingham react 
so violently to social upheaval** 
The question puzzles manv. 


This is a town of eight- 
hour a-day laborers. But It 
also is a town of the finest 
traits of culture. Some of It* 
citizens weep as racial strife 
gives their beloved city a 
black eye. 


The city of about 340,000 
population is nestled in a val­ 
ley in the 
shadow of 
Red 
Mountain, so-named because of 
its red iron ore. 


And Red Mountain, the 
spouse of the city, remains 
as a geographical harrier to 
progress, 
Generally 
«peak­ 
ing. culture mated over the 
mountain. The working mas­ 
ses remained in the \ alley. 


In 1873. the little village of 
Flvton came into being be­ 
cause 
t w o 
railroad 
l i n e s 


crossed. This wan the begin­ 
ning of Birmingham 


The only reason for Bir­ 
mingham in the first place 
was because coal, iron and 
limestone— the principal raw 
products of pig Iron—were 
all within wagon distance of 
the steel mills built by the 
Tennessee C oal and Iron Co., 
which eventually became a 
subsidiary of I S. Steel C orp. 


Since then, the only major 
industry to employ a greater 
number of persons here has 
b e e n H a v e « International 
C o rp . a w ar baby born in 
World War II. 
Iron and steel still dominate

are 
many 
smaller 
plants, but no large manufac­ 
turing plants to use thr raw 
products upon which the city 
was founded, cxrept for the 
cast iron pipe industry.

There uas no particular rca 
son for the railroads to cross 
here in 
187.1 The crossing 
could have been 40 miles in 
either direction but Birmmg 
ham would have become a city 
anyway, because of Red Moun­ 
tain and its iron ore. 
Coal is found in surrounding 
valleys, and limestone is al­ 
most as f r e e l y distributed 
throughout th arra. 


Although the city proper 
has about .310,000 population 
—including 3R.5 per cent 
Negro—there are more than 
000,000 in the metropolitan 
area. 


And when the late afternoon 
rush is over, and the great 
. masses who live on the other 


side of Red Mountain have 
gone home.

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WAR OF NERVES FOUGHT 
IN PORTUGUESE ANGOLA 


By PETER KNOX 


CARMONA, Angola OJPD — 
This town still lives on its 
nerves. It is the front line in 
Portugal's fight to stay put in 
Angola. 
When 
anti-Portuguese 
na­ 
tives rose in bloody revolt two 
years 
ago 
(2,000 Europeans 
were hacked to death), Carmo­ 
na was at the heart of the mili­ 
tary crisis. 


Today, It literally Is the 
nerve center—the number of 
chain smokers appears ab­ 
normally 
high — of 
what 
Gov. Rebocho Vas calls “The 
battle of the peace. 


With a population of about 
2.000 whites surrounded by 
40.000 blacks, Carmona is the 
capital of the rich coffee grow­ 
ing district of Uige in North 
Angola that stretches up to the 
hostile ex-Belgian Congo fron­ 
tier. 
The revolt has been brought 
under control by Portuguese 
troops and a tough corp of lo­ 
cal volunteers. Rebellious na­ 
tives, referred to here as “ter- 
rorits” because of the slayings 
of Europeans and loyal blacks 
on isolated farms in March, 
1961, are now confined largely 
to rough bush areas. 
Governor General of Angola 
Gen. Silvino Silverio Marques 
and Rebocho Vaz have just 
completed a week's tour of the 
Uige area, passing only lightly 
protected through areas that 
were once hotbeds of revolt. 


Vaz said that 80 per cent 
of the Uige area is now freed 


from terrorism. The white 
population had returned to 
the farms in most areas, he 
said, and the natives seemed 
anxious to work and coop­ 
erate with the Portuguese. 


"After months in the bush 
with 
poor food, 
inadequate 
clothing and improper medical 
care they do not want the ter­ 
rorists to return,” he said. “I 
am convinced that terrorism 
will not recur unless it is in­ 
stigated from outside.’* 


Vaz did not, however, hide 
the importance of securing the 
peace. He said that the future 
of Angola was “in play’* in the 
north and outlined his hopes 
for a tremendous expansion of 
the area both agriculturally 
and industrially. 


He referred to a speech he 
made recently in which he 
said “we are all certain that 
the only way to consolidate 
the hard won peace will be 
to 
achieve 
for 
everyone, 
whites, 
blacks 
and 
half 
castes, a big improvement in 
their living standards. 


“It is essential to win the 
peace in Angola through the 
rapid victory of peace in Uige. 
In this connection, a big na­ 
tive resettlement program has 
begun which will create 150 
new villages with hospitals, 
schools and permanent homes. 
“Given four or five years, we 
will bring about an evolution 
as never seen in Africa,’' Vaz 
said. 
But the problem is money. 
As 
one 
official 
here 
said: 


“Courage is high, but cash Is 
low." Huge military expenses 
are one of the reasons. And 
the outbreak of terrorism also 
delayed expansion. 


WT h e n 
t h e 
terrorism 
struck, Carmona was guard­ 
ed by only 22 troops, 18 of 
them colored. Eight times 
between March 
and May, 
1961, assaults were made on 
the town but repulsed by the 
hastily 
assembled 
civilian 
defense corps using hunting 
rifles and antiquated pistols.

A city of 350,000 inhabl- 
tants of whom about one 
quarter are of European or­ 
igin, Luanda has an air of 
Portuguese permanence.

Anxiety Mounts On Racial Problem

Mounting anxiety over the racial problem was evi 
dent in Washington this week. Administration leaders 
moved to assert leadership in the tension roiling South­ 
ern cities and at least one Northern metropolis. 
Justice Department officials and Kennedy aides 
worked overtime drafting stronger civil rights legislation, 
probably for presentation to the Congress next week. 
One measure reportedly would capitalize on the 
government s power over interstate commerce to pro­ 
hibit discrimination in business establishments selling 
products that cross state lines. 
Another bill, designed to speed up school seg­ 
regation, would empower the attorney general to 
initiate suits on behalf of Negroes, and would en­ 
courage communities to adopt segregation plans 
with federal help. 
At a Washington luncheon attended by nine Demo- rr s shorthand for bug-eyed 
cratic governors. President John F. Kennedy urged the 
state executives to take the lead in assuring equal rights 
and opportunities to all persons exclusive of race. 
On the same day, Wednesday, the president called 
about 100 managers and owners of variety store, theater, 
hotel and drugstore chains to a White House conference 
this coming week. 
In a Memorial Day address at a Gettysburg, Pa., 
Civil War battlefield, Vice President Lyndon John­ 
son posed the problem thus: “In this hour, it is not 
our respective races which are at stake, it is our 
nation/’ 
Meanwhile, the determination of Negro leaders to 
push for equal rights with or without federal backing 
was evident as demonstrations erupted in Jackson, Miss., nenver, the symposium's ge n -

Science Fiction Is Rapidly 
Starting To Turn Into Fact

DENVER <UPIi—The first man 
to set foot on Mars may not 
find any BEM. But he probably 
would consider them.the least 
of his problems anyway. 


BEM is science fiction writ- 


monsters, who used to inhabit 
the red planet back in the tran­ 
quil days before fiction started 
turning into fact. 


Fantasy Is becoming possi­ 
bility so rapidly, in fact, that 
a group of scientists, engin­ 
eers and government offi­ 
cials, led by Air Force Secre­ 
tary Eugene M. Zuckert, will 
meet here next week to dis­ 
cuss a subject the science- 
fiction writers used to con­ 
sider their private domain 
— the exploration of Mars. 


I)r. George Morgenthaler of 


spaceship could weigh two mil­ 
lion pounds. 


Mars is the most “earth­ 
like" of the planets. Its ro­ 
tation on its axis is about 
half an hour longer than an 
earth day. Its temperatures 
range from about R5 degrees 
above zero to about 15R be­ 
low. It apparently has Polar 
icecaps like earths. It has an 
atmosphere, made up prob­ 
ably of a lot of nitrogen and 
a little water vapor and car­ 
bon dioxide. 


Every two years the Earth 
comes between Mars and the 
Sun. At such times Mars may 
be from 34.6 million miles to 
61 million miles from earth. 
Mars will be less than 35 mil­ 
lion miles away on Aug. 10, 
1971, and will not be that close 
again until the 1980s. 


One of the plans for a 


manned Mars trip now under 
consideration involves shoot* 
ing 
the 
components 
into 
earth orbit, assembling them 
by rendezvous, making the 
journey to Mars, and going 
into orbit around the planet. 


Then a smaller exploration 
ship would be detached, to 
land on Mars, or possibly ono 
of its tiny moons, Phobos ami 
Dennos, where a base camp 
could be established for the 
trip to Mars itself. 
After the explorers finished 
their work on the planet, they 
would return in their small 
ship to the mother craft, which 
would leave the Mars orbit, re­ 
turn to earth, and land. 


Such a trip, from earth 
orbit to Mars and back to 
earth, would take 420 days 
under this plan, including 40 
days in Mars orbit or on th# 
planet itself. 


One of the features of the 
symposiums closing sessions 
will be an attempt by partici­ 
pants to set this date as closely 
as possible. 


The symposium on the ex­ 
ploration of Mars is to be 
presented by the American 
Astronautical Society and co­ 
sponsored by the National 
Aeronautics and space ad­ 
ministration and several oth­ 
er technical societies.

Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk said the Russians were showing no interest in 
a ban that might also be acceptable to Washington 


Debt— The president signed a bill raising the na­ 
tional debt limit to 307 billion dollars immediately and to 
309 billion on July 1, barely staying abreast of federal 
obligations. A further rise will be necessary after July 1. 


Mental Health—The Senate passed the administra­ 
tion’s 840-million-dollar mental health bill by a vote of 
72 to 1. The measure, which now goes to the House, 
would help finance a system of community mental hos­ 
pitals.

The Birth Of A Marin Tradition 


lt was early summer and a 
group of eighth grade girls 
were sitting around, bored by 
the lack of activity. 
Then the late Mrs. Reese 
Tucker, active in the.Junior 
Theater of Marin movement, 
suggested that the girls stage 
a show for the entertainment 
of their mothers and friends. 


SINCE IT was June and 
warm, the girls decided a 
combination of aquacade and 
fashion show would be just 
the thing. 
And that, Betsy Chapman 
Purdom, one of four girls who 
swam in that first show which 
was to grow into Marin’s tra­ 
ditional Ballet Aquacade, was 
how it all began back in 1946. 
«We were all very shy,” 
she remembers, “and there­ 
fore it was really a difficult 
project for us. 
“But it all went off very 
beautifully — much b e t t e r 
than we had expected.” 
MRS. RALSTON Hodgson, 
who was to direct and add 
ballet to the program the sec­ 
ond year, recalls the 1946 pro­ 
duction as “delightful, sweet 
and cute—purely a group of 
school girls doing a show. It 


was a very wholesome little 
family affair.” 
After a great deal of prac­ 
tice and lots of fun, relatives 
and 
friends 
totalling 
100 
woman guests and one unin­ 
vited male gathered at the 
Russell Smith pool in Ross 
to enjoy the entertainment. 
The uninvited man, Betsy 
Purdom recalls, was Dr. W. 
Scott Polland ‘‘who hid be­ 
hind a pillar in the Smith 
garden so that he could watch 
his daughter Jeannie

A total of 48 girls took part 
in the first fashion show.

Three of the girls had sis­ 
ters—Patty Chapman, Marian 
Polland and Sandy Hodgson— 
who succeeded them as Ballet 
Aquacade performers in 1955.

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A Return To The Spirit Of Pentecost 


That, Says Father Tod W. Cwald, Is What He 
Is Attempting At His Holy Innocents' Church 


By DON KEOWN 


The Feast of the Pentecost 
was once one of Christianity’s 
great observances, 
ranking 
with Christmas and Faster. 
Yet tomorrow, in many Ma­ 
rin churches, the occasion 
will draw only casual men­ 
tion, or will be ignored en­ 
tirely. 
To one Marin clergyman. 
Rev. Tod W. Ewald, the out­ 
spoken rector of Holy Inno­ 
cents' Episcopal Church of 
Corte Madera, this is a most 
distressing situation. And, to 
him, it is also symptomatic of 
aomething which has been 
lost by the older "historic" 
churches—"a certain vitality, 
a seal, a subjectivism . . 


IN MOST such churches, 
the rector believes, the Pente­ 
costal spirit has been subordi- 


nated or lost completely. 
And it is significant, he 
feels, that "the fastest-grow­ 
ing churches in the world to­ 
day are the comparatively* 
young Pentecostal churches 
whose members still feel free 
to praise God with real ar­ 
dor." 
"These Pentecostal outpour­ 
ings were once part of the 
historic church," the Episco­ 
palian 
minister 
comments, 
"but they were thrown out. 
So they proceeded to estab­ 
lish their own sects, and these 
have flourished. 
"Now, once again, our own 
people are becoming aware 
of the need for this stronger 


power. And we cannot afford 
to let what occurred before 
happen again." 
Of the Pentecostal churches, 
Father Ewald says: "We can 
learn much from them in that 
they can teach us how to 
praise God. And they can 
learn from us in bringing or­ 
der back into their services." 


HE ADDS that "there is a 
diversity of gifts available to 
us for use in worship. We 
have always had these gifts, 
but we have not been using 
some of them. 
"It is like having a vacuum 
cleaner that is kept always in 
the closet. You have it, but 
you never use it. And there- 


fore it is of no benefit to you 
in your housecleaning." 
The Feast of the Pentecost, 
or Feast of the Holy Ghost, to 
be marked tomorrow, comes 
on the seventh week a f t e r 
Easter, marking the descent 
of the Holy Spirit among the 
apostles in Jerusalem, dra­ 
matically endowing them with 
"power from on high" to go 
forth and preach the good 
news of Christ. 
Not all Marinites, by any 
means, are unaware of the 
event and its significance. 
For 
instance, 
those 
of 
Portuguese descent tradition­ 
ally celebrate the day as a 
major religious holiday with 
parades and pageantry as weU 
as worship. 
A 
number 
of 
Ma r i n 
churches will be holding spe­ 
cial Pentecost—or Whitsun­ 
day, as it is often called— 
services tomorrow including 
the three Marin parishes of 
the Assembly of God. Father 
Ewald's own Holy Innocents' 
Episcopal Church has sched­ 
uled Feast of the Pentecost 
masses for 8, 9:30 and 11 a.m. 


AMONG THE Jews, Pente­ 
cost or Shabuoth (Feast of 
the Weeks) is a holiday that 
pre-dates the Christian ob­ 
servance by centuries. With 
them, the event originated as 
a "thanksgiving" celebration 
for the harvest. 
Indeed, it was during the 
observance of th e Jewish 
Pentecost that the disciples 
experienced the descent of 


the Holy Spirit, the basis for 
the Christian observance. 
Father Ewald says that to­ 
morrow 
morning’s 
special 
Pentecost 
masses 
at 
his 
church are part of a program 
he began two years ago to en­ 
courage a return of the Pen­ 
tecostal spirit among his con­ 
gregation. 
Also a part of that program 
are Holy Innocents' Thursday 
evening pentecostal meetings 
which have received nation­ 
wide publicity since Bishop 
James A. Pike’s admonition 
against the inducement or 
stressing of glossolalia or 
speaking with tongues by 
Episcopal clergymen in their 
public services. 


FATHER EWALD denies 
that he was ever at variance 
with the bishop's instruc­ 
tions. 
"We 
never 
over-empha­ 
sized 
the 
speaking 
with 
tongues at our Thursday eve­ 
ning 
meetings," 
he 
says. 
"Glossolalia and healing by 
the laying on of the hands 
(also practiced at the Thurs­ 
day night services at Holy In­ 
nocents') are only two of the 
diversity of gifts which God 
has made available to us. We 
never lost sight of that fact" 
But Father Ewald is un­ 
shaken in his conviction that 
the Episcopal and other hie* 
toric churches must bring t 
greater zeal and vigor into 
their worship. 
"We sacrifice ardor for dig­ 
nity," he says. "We should be 
able to have both." 
To support his opinions, 
Father Ewald points to a pa­ 
per written last year by Bish­ 
op Frederick John Warnecke 
for the General Theological

This ex­ 
perience gave fire and power 
to their message and mission. 
“Many people look back 
upon the thrilling acts of

strongly today as then. 
“In contrast to the early 
Church, some parishes ex­ 
emplify the doctrine of the 
real absence. On the Feast 
of the Pentecost, the empty 
pews speak loudly of a lost 
power, and it almost seems 
that a requiem is said for the 
Holy Spirit instead of a jubi­ 
lant celebration. 
“Many partih churches 
have become tombs . . .*’ 
His effort to reverse that 
trend in his own parish is al­ 
ready paying spiritual divi­ 
dends, Father Ewald believes.

siasm, prevails.“ 
ONE OF THE major bene­ 
fits of the movement, Father 
Ewald feels, is its ecumenical 
effects. 
"In the Holy Spirit, there 
are no denominations," he 
says. “And so you will find 
people from aH denomina­ 
tions, many of them from 
considerable distances, seated 
together in our congrega­ 
tion." 
Nor, does Father Ewald be­ 
lieve, does this reviving of 
the spirit of the Pentecost 
pose any obstacle to his 
church’s interest in social and 
moral issues. 
“We feel we are in a sound­ 
er position than ever before 
to work for and pray for the 
alleviation of such conditions 
as the injustices that we have 
been hearing about in Birm­ 
ingham," he says. 


For those who might want 
to participate in “the glorious 
Pentecostal 
experiences," 
Father Ewald suggests that 
tomorrow, the day of the 
Feast of the Pentecost, is a 
logical starting time. 
How should they begin? 
FATHER EWALD suggests 
“By celebrating the Holy 
Communion on Pentecost as 
the glorious and wonderful 
event that it is. 
“But first, some spiritual 
preparation must be made. 
And a penitent heart is the 
best preparation. 
“One should feel this way: 
‘If there is more of God, 
would like to have Him.’ 
“And one should not dic­ 
tate to God as to what form 
he should come. Let God have 
a free rein. Let him come in 
any and many of his won­ 
drous ways."

Her 
sorority kept her busy, includ­ 
ing running for queen at San 
Francisco State. She came in 
second—twice. 
When San Francisco News 
columnist Paul Speegle be­ 
came head of the radio-TV 
department, he hired her as 
his part-time secretary, which 
gave her valuable experience 
for what w>as to come.

It’» a “newcomer” to Marin, 
and yet it is unquestionably 
a “landmark.” 
And it’s a “native” and 
“long-time*’ resident of San 
Francisco, yet it seems per­ 
fectly at home in its new lo­ 
cale in Belvedere. 
We’re speaking of the his­ 
toric Moffitt Mansion which 
last summer moved across 
the Bay to a new home in 
Marin. 


IT WAS Norman Gilroy, a 
Larkspur 
resident 
who U 
qualified as an architect in his 
native Britain and is m i asso­ 
ciate of the Royal Institute 
of British Architect*, who em­ 
barked upon the project last 
June, determined to preserve 
one of San Francisco's finest 
turn-of-the-century mansions 
by transplanting it from Pa­ 
cific Heights to a new en­ 
vironment 
on 
Belvedere's 
beautiful shoreline. 
Although he has a flourish­ 
ing practice in the Bl Paseo 
in Mill Valley which produces 
strinkingly avant garde de­ 
signs for new buildings of 
many kinds, Gilroy has never­ 
theless also been formulating 
an ambitious plan to preserve 
Bay Area architectural mas­ 
terpieces built in the early 
1900s and threatened by ex­ 
tinction by urban develop­ 
ment. 
“These old buildings.” he 
wrote, “are fine examples of 
a period that gave birth to a 
brilliant era of architecture. 
If they are destroyed, we will 
lose much of our area's heri­ 


tage and history. Even build­ 
ings which have outgrown 
their usefullness where they 
now stand can continue their 
valuable existence if moved 
to another location Modern 
moving technology and archi­ 
tectural understanding can 
make this kind of a venture 
economically 
possible 
and 
even profitable.'* 
THE MOFFITT Mansion’s 
history parallels the history 
of San Francisco itself. 
The land on which the 
house was built was once a 
part of the original Western 
Addition. Its first recorded 
“owner” was a 49er named 
Milton Nelson who claimed 
squatter's rights on 125 acres 
in this area. He sold it all in 
1851 for 11,000. 
By 1900, the 125 acres had 
been split up and sold in va­ 
rious combinations no less 
than 288 times Its best-known 
owner and resident was Fran­ 
cis Bret Harte, the Gold Rush 
author, who owned a part of 
it for two months in 1868 and 
later sold it for $500 to a 
friend. 
Dr. Herbert C. Moffitt, re­ 
gent of the University of Cali­ 
fornia Medical School and a 
physician of renown, bought 
the lot at 1818 Broadway in 
1899. 
Part of the present 
house was built in 1904 for 
the doctor by 
W i l l i a m 
Knowles. 
However, the c o m p l e t e 
house is better known today 
to students of architecture as 
a “Polk House” because of 
the radical remodeling and

enlarging done In 1914 by the

California 
architect 
Willis Polk. 


FOLK BECAME famous as 
the man who helped build the 
Ferry Building, but his many 
other buildings include the 
“glass curtain" Hallidie Build­ 
ing. train depots, churches, 
the Mills Building, the Spreck- 
eU Estate, the Crocker Build­ 
ing, dozens of private resi­ 
dences and much of the Pan­ 
ama-Pacific Exposition of 
1915. 
Polk was the first promi­ 
nent San Franciscan to sug­ 
gest that the Palace of Fine 
Arts be rebuilt of permanent 
materials as a war memorial. 
There are several residenc­ 
es on Belvedere Island and in 
other parts of Marin County 
still very much in use which 
were designed and built by 
the “master builder,*’ Willis 
Polk. 
Polk was commissioned to 
enlarge the Moffitt Mansion 
and he started by adding the 
huge library, necessary to 
house the doctor's growing 
collection of medical books. 


POLK’S ORIGINAL speci­ 
fications called for such Vic­ 
torian "extras” as cement de­ 
sign work "modeled in clay 
by skilled m odelersm arble 
mantles and hearths, stained 
glass windows, and meticu­ 
lously-prepared scrolling and 
design work, all done by 
hand 
The indoor-outdoor balcony 
was quite an innovation for 
that period and was as ideally 
suited to the new waterfront 
Belvedere setting as it had 
been to the Pacific Heights 
of 1914. 
Mrs. Alice Trapnell, Dr. 
MoffiU's daughter and now a 
San Francisco apartm ent- 
dweller, was born and raised 
in the house and she recalls 
many gay parties which were 
held in the huge library. She 
remembers too. her mother 
coming home from the opera 
on the night of the earthquake 
and fire, and wrapping young 
Alice in her chinchilla cape as 
she herded the family outside 
to watch the burning city. 
Her 
parents 
celebrated 
their fiftieth wedding anni­ 
versary in that library. 


THE MOFF1T Mansion was 
just one of the many of the 
fine 
residence* 
threatened 


with extinction by the rolling 
tide of redevelopment which 
is changing the face of San 
Francisco But it offered Gil­ 
roy a splendid opportunity 
for a proving venture to test 
every theoretical and practi­ 
cal aspect of his idea while 
rescuing one of San Francis­ 
co's fine old residences in the 
process. 
The house was purchased 
by Gilroy and a group of fi­ 
nanciers lead by realtor Wil­ 
liam Johnstone and William 
Slater III of Belvedere. 
Then began a long period 
of preparation for relocation 
during which the structure 
was literally sliced into two 
ports with a chain saw and 
loaded onto huge dollies. In 
the dark hours of June 23, 
1962, the two sections were 
rolled onto Broadway and 
hauled dawn the precipitous 
MU of Franklin Street, onto 
Bay Street and the Marina 
Green. 
Wire crews worked fever­ 
ishly to loop and drop high 
voltage wires and cut Munic­ 
ipal Railroad trolley bus wires 
so the gargantuan sections, 
each weighing close to 100 
tons, could move past them. 


A DRAMATIC m o m e n t 
came at 2 o’clock in the morn­ 
ing when the half-inch steel 
plate box beam of the huge 
front dolly snapped in two 
on the steep grade at the top 
of Franklin Street. Workmen 
scattered in all directions, 
having “heard her groan." 
Two hours of steady work 
were needed to jack the front 
bearing onto a bull wagon 
ready to complete the journey 
to the Marina. 
Several days later, when 
the tide conditions were right, 
the sections were loaded onto 
a huge barge and transported 
across the 
Bay to 
Marin 
County. 
After further days of pre 
paratory work the huge sec­ 
tions were unloaded and final 
construction and restoration 
phases were begun. This took 
three months and during this 
time arrangements were made 
with Bay Area American In­ 
stitute of Decorators members 
to carry on the restoration to 
its logical conclusion by hav­ 
ing the rooms decorated and 
furnished The owners of the 
mansion invited guests to a 
"tour” in December to bene­ 


fit the Peter Pan Chapter of 
Children’s Home Society. 


NOW 
COMPLETED 
and 
ready for occupancy, the man­ 
sion stands on West Shore 
Road in Belvedere facing a 
panoramic view of Richard­ 
son Bay, Mount Tamalpais and 
Sausalito 
Its design intimately re­ 
flects the sense of space and 
meticulous detail so typical 
of the days gone by. 
The visitor enters through 
the original 
wrought 
iron 
gates now adapted to the new 
location, and walks up the 
path to the fine decorative 
iron and glass front door, 
which was cast in tiny pieces 
and assembled by a black­ 
smith without a single bolted 
or welded connection. 
The spacious central entry

This book carries transla­ 
tions of 461 sayings attributed 
to Rammikar, a man who 
lived in Mayan state in the 
15th century. In the accounU 


leading up to the actual trans­ 
lations Port writes of the his­ 
tory and research of the May­ 
ans. 
His account is full of an­ 
noying repetitions and he fre­ 
quently 
"documents" 
his 
archeology 
by 
citing 
dis­ 
patches from the Associated 
Press. AU of which shakes the 
reader’s confidence. 
Port is also one of the mod­ 
ern spellers, using "enuf” for 
enough, "filosofer" for philos­ 
opher, and "technik" for tech­ 
nique. 
Once, 
however, 
he 
slips into the accepted spell­ 
ing of technique. All this 
makes one wonder what liber­ 
ties he might be taking with 
the Mayan language in his 
translations. 
Some of the translations:

ers of other faiths. Thanks to 
his work and the faith of his 
parishioners there are now 
three Teen Challenge Centers 
—in Brooklyn, Chicago and 
Los Angeles—and a rehabili­ 
tation farm in Pennsylvania. 
John and Elizabeth Sherrill 
are the writers of this book. 
They create clear and vivid 
images of evil in the daylight. 
Even their night scenes are

Their frank 
and

Side two finds Miss Tureck 
interpreting works of three 
French harpsichord masters, 
Rameau, Daquin and Couper­ 
in. The best-known works here 
are probably Rameau’s “Tam-

SAY THE Healeys of their 
current stage work:

nearly 200 hours before aud­ 
iences and countless hours of

’opening night’ jitters. But 
perhaps that helps to provide 
the feeling of a fresh ap­ 
proach each Saturday night. 
“And certainly it helps each 
of us to know that the other 
is close on hand, rooting for 
a successful show.” 
Little theater is truly a fam­ 
ily activity with the Edward 
Fishers Not only have Fisher, 
a loan officer for Bank of 
America, and wife Jetaun 
been i n v o l v e d with such 
groups as the Terra Linda and 


Sausalito little theaters, but 
daughter Lynne, a Terra Lin­ 
da High School student, has 
also appeared with the latter 
group. 
EDWARD IS the thcspian, 
Jetaun the dancer. 
Does jealousy ever creep in 
when both husband and wife 
are striving for applause from 
the same audience? 
“Not at all/' they answer. 
Edward admits to a frequent 
show of pride — “that’s my 
wife” — when Jetaun is on 
stage. And she feels the same 
about his performances.

Gate and then as Nellie Fo- 
bush in “South Pacific.’’ Con­ 
way served in the merchant 
marine during World War II 
and, between ships, enter­ 
tained at service clubs in 
Southern California with the 
Jimmy Webster Variety Show. 


FREELANCE artist Morrell 
Johnson and wife Shirley. 
Morrell was with Special Ser­ 
vices during the Korean War 
and responsible for helping 
to entertain troops a b o a r d 
troop ships. He is now carry­ 
ing that experience into his 
civilian hobby as a performer 
in “This Must Be the Place.” 
Wife Shirley, mother of two 
girls, is working with th e 
props. 
San Franciscans Bill and 
Lynn Luthi, who have been 
active in the Sausalito Little 
Theater.

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Vance Wood Has Been Creating 
Dwarf Trees Since He Was 13 


Vance Wood was 13 when 
he first became interested in 
bonsai. 


Now four years later and a 
17-year-old 
junior 
at 
Terra 
Linda High School, Vance re* 
mains an enthusiastic hobby* 
1st and something of an au­ 
thority on bonsai trees. 


SO MUCH SO, in fact, that 
he has been selected to lec­ 
ture and demonstrate upon 
the “ Art of Bonsai" during 
the Lucas Valley Sunnyhills 
Guild's "Homes with Flair" 
show next Saturday. 


And Vance’s fellow hobby­ 
ists showed t h e i r complete 
confidence in the teen-ager 
last year by selecting him as 
chairman of the annual Marin 
Bonsai Club’s Show in San Ra­ 
fael. 


Vance says that his brother, 
Kent, six years his senior, is 
largely responsible for caus­ 
ing him to take up bonsai, al­ 
though it was a delayed reac­ 
tion. 


“ I was about 10 when Kent 
first began working with bon­ 
sai trees," Vance recalls, “and 


1 didn’t catch the fever at that 
time. 


" B I T KENT went off to 
college and left behind his 
books on bonsai. When 1 was 
13 I picked them up and start­ 
ed reading them. And 1 was 
interested in what I read. The 
first thing 1 knew, 1 was work­ 
ing with bonsai." 
Now, 
at 
the 
Marinwood 
home of his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. J. E. Wood, young Vance 
has some 80 specimens kept 
on a backyard shelf— “ includ­ 
ing about a dozen of which 
I am really proud." 
They range from a two-inch 
Japanese m a p l e to a four 
foot-high Alpine fir. 
P e r h a p s 
Vance's 
most 
prized tree is a Douglas fir 
from Trinity C o u n t y “ for 
which 1 was offered $150." He 
turned down the offer. 


BROTHER KENT, now mar­ 
ried and attending the Uni­ 


versity of California, no long­ 
er has time to work with the 
little trees, but he is still in­ 
terested in bonsai. 


And any time he visits the 
Wood home, you can bet the 
two brothers will 
spend 
a 
good part of their time in the 
backyard among the minia­ 
ture trees. 


What is there about bonsai 
that appeals to Vance W ood’’ 


"I like working with grow­ 
ing things. Nature has always 
appealed to me," he answers. 
He also likes to hunt, fish, 
garden and landscape. 
“ 1 am planning a career in 
landscaping," he says. 
His lecture on bonsai next 
Saturday will be, he admits, 
a new experience for him. 


HE PLANS to trace the his­ 
tory of bonsai— “The creation 
of bonsai and its use in land­ 
scaping has been practiced in 
Japan for centuries"— and to 


tell 
something 
a b o u t 
its 
growth in popularity in the 
U n i t e d States since W orld

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A Pergola Gives 
The Yard A Lift 


Is your back yard just a 
flat, uninteresting, wide open 
ballpark with acres of lawn 
to mow’’ 
Yes^ Well. then, perhaps 
some remodeling is in order. 
No family has to suffer the 
boredom of 
a 
monotonous 
back

What is needed are vertical 
lines to contrast 
with the 
yard's 
n a t u r a l 
l i n e s 
You can achieve these and 
at the same time give your 
yard real charm and distinc­ 
tion by building a pergola 
along the edge of the patio. 
If you don't already have a 
patio- create one, shaping its 
outer edge into a soft, fluid 
curve for eye appeal. 


THK PERGOLA should ex- 
tend over the patio's edge in­ 
to the lawn area, following 
the line of the patio, and this 
saucy structure will serve a 
double purpose. It will avoid 
the harsh juncture between 
paving or deck and the lawn, 
as well as provide the verti- 
cality to eliminate that flat 
lot look. 
A pergola is essentially just 
two parallel rows of posts 
joined lehgthwise with beams 
and topped with a decorative 
trellis crown spanning the 
columns. The posts can be 


spaced as much as 10 feet 
apart. End ports should be 
joined with a cross beam and 
be cross braced for stability. 
Beams supporting the trel­ 
lis crown arc run down the 
two row of posts. Doubled 
one-by-sixes are 
f l e x i b l e 
enough to use for the curved 
line, and a pair of one-by- 
sixes should be bolted on ei­ 
ther side of the posts, clasp­ 
ing them. 
Doubled one-by- 
sixes means that one one-by- 
six is applied directly over 
the other. 


THE TRELLIS cross pieces 
can be two-by-six or two-by­ 
eight inch material They are 
mounted on edge and spaced 
far enough apart to create a 
skeletal effect. Ends of the 
cross pieces should be extend, 
ed three feet beyond the sup­ 
porting structure and can be 
cut to a decorative point or 
prow shape. 
Douglas fir is excellent for 
yard structures such as a per­ 
gola. It is a tough, durable 
wood, but easy i<r work. For 
the most pleasing appearance 
and ease of maintenance, let 
the fir pergola weather natu­ 
rally to a soft silver grey. It 
takes about a year, but the 
weathering process can be 
hastened somewhat by spray­ 
ing the 
wood 
occasionally 
with the garden hose.

June is a good month to di- 
v i d e c r o w d e d clumps of 
bearded iris and to plant new 
varieties from nursery stock.

There Are 
Many Kinds 
Of Daisies 


Never ask a seedsman or 
nurseryman for daisy seed or 
plants. 
The more knowledgeable 
he is the more confused you 
are likely to be after he has 
run through the list of daisies 
for you. 
Just to start with, he’ll 
want to know whether you 
mean African Daisy, African 
Lilac Daisy, Barberton, Glori- 
osa, Livingston, Painted, Shas­ 
ta, or Transvaal Daisy. 
* 
Then he’ll go farther, if you 
let him, and talk about Blue, 
Carmel, Dahlberg, English, 
Globe, Michaelmas, Orange, 
Seaside, Swan River, Tahoka, 
True (smile when you say 
True, because that is synono- 
mous with English), Turfing, 
and White. 
But that's not all. If you ap- 
pear to be suitably impressed 
you may encourage him to 
give you the Latin names as 
well. 
The sad part is yet to come. 
When you finally stop the 
flow and say, "No, what I’m 
looking for is that nice yellow 
daisy 1 have s e e n growing 
along the roads," hell throw 
up his hands and reply that 
it’s nothing but a weed—and 
nobody in his right mind 
would get it started in his gar­ 
den! 


years since you last did the 
job. 
When planting iris in 
the same plot from which you 
lifted them, work the soil well 
and add plenty of steer ma­ 
nure. Nurserymen even sug­ 
gest removing some of the 
old soil and adding new. The 
iris takes its toll of nutrients 
from the ground and these 
should be replenished. 


Bedding plants will g i v e 
you quick color. Asters, mari­ 
golds, petunias, ageratum, zin­ 
nias, are among the annuals 
available in nurseries t h i s 
m o n t h for fast bloom. On 
especially w a r m days, the 
young transplanted seedlings 
should be shaded from direct 
sun. Use burlap on stakes, or 
s h a d e each plant with a 
shingle stuck in the ground. 
Wilting won’t kill a newly 
planted annual, but it won’t 
do it any good, either. 


If you’re looking for an 
easy-to-care-for p l a n t t b a t 
gives you color through sum­ 
mer, try the felicia, or blue 
marguerite. This d u r a b l e 
little perennial produces an 
endless array of blue, daisy­ 
like flowers that go well with 
y e l l o w marguerites or by 
themselves. They are nearly 
everblooming, considering the 
minimum amount of care they 
need. Nurserymen are high 
on felicia. 


Spring blooming bulbs — 
especially daffodils—are not 
r e a d y for lifting until the 
tops start to yellow off. This 
usually takes place in July, 
so don’t rush the process by 
lifting them too soon. If you 
are impatient to plant some­ 
thing else in a still-occupied 
bulb bed, the California Assn. 
of Nurserymen suggests lift­ 
ing the bulbs with a good 
share of soil still at their roots 
and transplanting them to

another part of the garden 
Continue watering them in 
their new location until the 
tops die back. 


R o s e s are available for 
planting anytime during the 
year, and while most of them 
go in the ground during win­ 
ter’s bare-root season, many 
gardeners prefer to shop for 
them in June when they are 
full of bloom. You can find 
most of the popular new va­ 
rieties in local nurseries this 
month, though the All-Ameri­ 
cas — Tropicana and Royal 
Highness may be in s h o r t 
supply. 


One way to keep roses full 
of bloom is to keep the fading 
flowers cut off. 
All faded 
blooms should be removed 
before they start to go to 
seed. 
Rose bushes can be 
kept healthy and full of new 
wood if you take long stems 
when you cut flowers for bou­ 
quets—or when you remove 
the old blooms that have fad­ 
ed on the bush. Cut flowering 
stems back to within two leaf 
formations of the main stem.

Here is the Marin garden 
er’s checklist for the coming 
week: 
** Areate compacted l a w n 
areas with the tines of a 
spading fo#k, or preferably 
with a coring tool which 
you can find in any nurs­ 
ery. 
* Plant dwarf cushion chry­ 
santhemums f o r summer- 
long color displays. 
Set dahlia tubers out for 
late summer color. Drive 
stakes ip beside each bulb 
to support top growth when 
it comes. 
** Spray, feed and water roses 
regularly. A manure, peat 
moss or bark mulch around 
each bush will help con­ 
serve moisture and k e e p 
the weeds down. 
**Many culinary herbs are 
available in pots for setting 
out in the garden. Several 
potsful of herbs near the 
barbecue area can be useful 
and aromatic companions.

ceremony. 


In California m arriages may 
lie perform ed by clergym en 
over 21 years of age. justice*« 
of the state supreme court 
or district courts of appeal 
and judges of the superior 
courts, m unicipal courts and 
justice courts. Judges or jus­ 
tices are prohibited from ac­ 
cepting compensation for per­ 
form ing a m arriage except on

In The Sight O f God... 


By JAMES M. AULT 
Dean ef Students and Associate 
Professor of Practical Theology 
Union Theological Seminary 


Marriage is a continuation of God’s crea­ 
tion. 
According to the Biblical record, it was 
not good for man to be alone. By his nature 
he was made for fellowship. Without a com­ 
panion he was both lonely and incomplete. 
So God created woman that together they 
might become one flesh. 
But marriage is more than a physical 
union, though that to be sure is an import­ 
ant part of the relationship. It goes far be­ 
yond the body, embracing mind and spirit. 
The response of wife to husband and hus­ 
band to wife Is spiritual, mental and physical 
at one and the same time. Fulfillment was 
intended to come through this most intimate 
of all human relationships ordained by God. 
Man finds his completion in woman and 
woman finds her completion in man. 
In tbe finest sense, marriage is a compan­ 
ionship where each member is dependent 
upon the other for fulfillment. 


T H I S INTERDEPENDENCE BETWEEN 
husband and wife, so necessary if marriage is 
to be more than a biological and economic 
arrangement, secures its noblest expression 
when it is dependent upon God. Now it is 
possible to be married without even so much 
as acknowledging God as creator. Many in 
our society do. 
A church wedding is no guarantee that a 
young couple interprets what they are doing 
in the service as related to God's creative 
plan for man. 
Some do, and for them the wedding is an 
action that takes place in the sight of God 
and in the presence of witnesses who share 
this religious conviction. For them, commit­ 
ment to one another in marriage is based on 
a higher and prior commitment to God. 
This religious dimension of dependence 


vn God at the beginning of married life Is 
vital to a healthy interdependence between 
members of the marriage partnership there­ 
after. 
This kind of faith does not just happen. 
Fortunate are those anticipating marriage 
whose parents have led them by precept and 
example to a faith in God as the greateet 
reality in life. They have cause to be grate­ 
ful. 


A YOUNG COUPLE WHO has not been 
blessed in this way need not give way to de­ 
spair. They are called upon to begin with 
what they are and have, religiously speaking, 
and to build upon it. If they take seriously 
the notion of creation and that no home can 
be as significant without God as with Him a 
sure foundation is laid. 
Preparation for marriage begins when a 
child is born into a family. AH that happens 
in that close circle will determine in a large 
measure what value he places on marriage 
and family life. 
There is a more immediate preparation, 
however, that can be very meaningful. 
Each young couple should seek the coun­ 
sel of the minister, priest or rabbi who will 
be responsible for the sacred service. Several 
meetings should be scheduled and each one 
unhurried. Certain mechanical details have 
to be cared for, and other matters for such 
an important event have to be arranged. But 
primarily these discussions should be re­ 
ligiously oriented, considering the meaning 
of marriage and family life within the larger 
family of God. 


THIS KIND OF BEGINNING places tbe 
marriage on a spiritual footing. More than 
that, it prepares the way for growth in love 
nourished by the worship of God in home 
and church. 
In the end their children and their chil­ 
dren’s children shall be blessed t h r o u g h 
them.

Teen-Agers: Too 
Young To Marry? 
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Are teen agers too young 
for the 
responsibilities of 
marriage? 
Will the majority of them 
run into later difficulty, or 
can there be successful young 
marriages? 
Are there any yardsticks 
that can be used to feasure 
future happiness—or future 
frustration? 
A Marin Family Service 
Agency executive who has 
c o u h s e l e d many young 
couples has some ideas as to 


what it takes to have a teen­ 
age marriage survive. 


SAYS NICHOLAS Suntzeff. 
"Youthful marriages have a 
good chance of success if: 
"Both sets of parents are 
stable. 
"Both sets of parents are 
genuinely interested in their 
children, but have not pushed 
them. 
They 
have 
allowed 
them to go at their own pace. 
"Both sets are fully able to 
accept the marriage. 
"Both sets realize the young 
couple is not ready for all the 
responsibilities of marriage, 
and will be available for help 
if it is sought." 


PARADOXICALLY, 
many 
teen-age marriages take place, 
says Suntzeff, just because 
such parental understanding 
and wisdom are not present 
"A youngster will jump in­ 
to marriage to get away from 
his family. He’s seeking love. 
But it may be a frying pan 
into the fire jump. The girl 
he marries may not be the 
right person to give that love. 
"Others marry for security. 
They’ve gone steady since the 
eighth grade. In many teen­ 
age marriages, the girl has 
known no other boy. She's 
had no experiences which 
she would have had if she 
had dated a number of boys. 
She's never learned how to 
draw out a shy boy, how to 


handle a pass. All that is part 
of maturity. 


"NOR 
DOES 
she 
know 
what kind of personality is 
best atuned to hers. She just 
sticks to her steady, and after 
marriage, finds the two per­ 
sonalities are out of tune." 
A highly competitive adult 
society may push teen-agers 
into early marriage, too. 
"Parents, preoccupied with 
modern competition, do not 


have enough time to give of 
themselves. The family—and 
the community—instead push 
these kids into all kinds of 
organized activities in which 
they have no chance to grow 
up and learn life. Busy with 
all 
their 
extra-curriculars, 
they are bypassing important 
experiences." 


NO WONDER then, t h a t 
after five or so years of mar­ 
riage, experts like Suntzeff 


hear comments like these 
from the married-too-young 
teen-ager: 
"I never had a chance to 
look around." 
"Marriage isn’t what I ex­ 
pected." 
"I thought he was my 
Prince Charming, but I’m still 
looking for him." 
"I never realized it till now, 
but at 25, I’m just beginning 
to undergo adolescence." 


IN MILL VALLIY 
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TOO YOUNG to marry? That's a question 
which many teen-agers, and their parents, 
are confronted with these days. Nicholas 


Suntzell of the Family Service Agency says 
teen-age marriages can succeed—provid- 
ing the conditions are right.

Dunking your drip-drys and 
keeping your white gloves in 
top condition is probably the 
extent of your laundry efforts 
when you’re single. 
But the sudden switch to 
laundering for three— you, 
your husband and your new 
home—can all but overwhelm 
a young bride. 
There are, however, meth­ 
ods and shortcuts that sim­ 
plify laundering and at the 
same time keep a peak of 
cleanliness. 


LETTING CLOTHING or 
household care slide is not 
only inconvenient but can 
actually be harmful, because 
dirt allowed to remain indefi­ 
nitely can damage or weaken 
fabric. Unless spots and stains 
are treated as soon as pos­ 
sible, they may become "set” 
and impossible to remove at 
all. 
Make sure that you have 
ample laundry hampers or 
bags for storing soiled items 
until you can launder them. 
For convenience sake, keep 
machine washables separate 
from hand washables. 
To safeguard delicate lin­ 
gerie and sheer hose, use a 
plastic-lined bag so they won’t 
get lost or tangled at the bot­ 
tom of an all-purpose hamper. 


SAVE THE descriptive la­ 
bels which come with wash­ 
ables so that you can follow 
manufacturers’ 
instructions 
as to water temperatures, 
washing methods and ironing 
procedures required. A small 
metal card file, similar to a 
recipe box, makes a handy 
container for such material. 
Maintain a regular washing 
schedule. Many women find it 
helpful to do a little hand 
laundry 
in 
the 
bathroom 
basin every evening. But ac­ 
tually, there are very few 
things which can't be ma­ 
chine washed safely. Even 
lace-trimmed lingerie a n d 
other sheer items can be sud- 
sed in a washer, if done prop­ 
erly. Encase delicate items in 
nylon mesh bags to protect 
them during machine wash­ 
ing from roping, twisting or 
catching. Use only a short 
(three to five-minute) cycle 
in warm soap or detergent 
suds. Synthetic fabrics do not 
absorb dirt but become mere­ 
ly surface soiled, and thus 
wash quickly.

D E IP -DRYING clothing 
.successfully requires s o m e 
’’hand pressing ” After ar­ 
ranging a freshly laundered 
garment on a hanger or other 
drying aid, stretch and smooth 
seams, pleats, collars, lapels 
and trimmings. If “where to 
drip” is a problem, there are 
many tricks to stretch space: 
for example, use one or two 
large cookie sheets to catch 
water and keep it off the 
floor of your “drip-drying 
room.” 
A length of pla3tic film, 
covered with layers of absorb­ 
ent newspapers, also protects 
surfaces from drip damage. 
An assortment of clip-type 
hangers, 
inflatable 
plastic 
hangers and a drying rack or 
extension pole to set in or 
over the bathtub or shower 


stall help to make the most 
of available space. Shaped 
hangers are ideal for blouses 
and dresses, while clip-type 
hangers or clamp skirt hang­ 
ers are best for skirts, shorts 
and slacks. 


ONE IMPORTANT step in 
successful laundering is often 
overlooked: pre-treating. This 
is particularly necessary for 
synthetic fabrics and for cot­ 
tons which have been treated 
with special finishes. 
Once soil lines build up at 
such susceptible areas as col­ 
lars, neckbands, cuffs and 
hemlines, they are virtually 
impossible to remove, even 
by drastic washing methods. 
Scrub such soil ’’lines” gently 
with a soft brush dipped into 
thick soap or detergent suds 
Allow the suds to remain for 
five to 10 minutes to ’’dig in” 
and loosen the dirt before 


EVEN IN HER SMALL apartment, this bride m anages to 
dry laundry skillfully — with the aid of a folding rack 
which fits over the rim of the bathtub to provide yards 
of dripping space. After drying, she saves steps by carry­ 
ing both rack and laundry "as is" into the bedroom, for 
convenient folding and storage. Dark items, such as her 
husband's socks, are laundered and dried in a separate 
"load."

What To Do On The Receiving Line 


Though the term “ receiv­ 
ing line may sound both for­ 
mal and formidable at a wed­ 
ding 
reception, it 
actually 
means little 
more than 
a 
grouping of participants in a 
wedding to receive greetings 
from the guests. 
Quite naturally, as hostess, 
the bride's mother is the first 


person the guests will meet, 
with her husband beside her 
and then the groom’s parents. 
The 
bride 
stands 
on 
the 
groom s right, and next to 
her. her maid of honor, and 
then the bridesmaids. 


IF TIIKRK ARF. many 
say 
six- bridal attendants, they 


may stand three at either side 
of the bridal pair. 
Such a receiving line will 
look less stiff if there is space 
between the various group­ 
ings. 
With the current eas­ 
ing in formality, the fathers 
need not maintain their place 
In line, but can move about 
greeting guests. 


Introductions do not need 
to present a problem, since 
thoughtful guests who know 
few in the receiving line are 
very likely to identify them- 
s e l v e s without em barrass­ 
ment. Those the bride’s moth­ 
er knows, she can introduce 
in friendly fashion to the 
groom’s parents by saying. “ I 
want you to meet Jeanie’s 


godparents, 
Mr 
and 
Mrs. 
White,” 


AT INFORMAL weddings, 
or at church weddings where 
some of the guests will not tie 
going on to the reception, it 
is thoughtful to form a re­ 
ceiving line at the back of the 
church, in the same order. In 
this case, the 
ushers 
will 
probably stand in a group 
n e x t t o t h e bridesmaids, 
whereas at a reception, they 
are freed from such official 
duties. 
At a home reception, the 
bride and groom may elect 
to omit a receiving line, and 
stand by the fireplace or in 
front of a bay window. 
Because there are fewer 


guests, there is ample time 
later on for all participants to 
talk with those at the recep­ 
tion.

In c 5EMI-FORMAL DINNER in five courses colls for 
this table setting with the sterling flat silver laid 
in correct order ot each place. A pink linen cloth 
serves os background for white service plates with 
soft-etched border of black and gold, topped by 
smaller black plates each holding a white shell 


filled with crob meat cocktail—the first course 
already on the table when the guests sit down. 
Low modern silver candlesticks hold tall block 
candles about a silver bowl with black grainwore 
lining filled with fruit of many colors. Dessert fork 
and spoon will be placed on dessert plotes.

Who. what, where, when, 
why, ho*? 


W ho? . t . The bride. 
What? . . . A dinner party 
or any other parts where a 
table is to be set. 
Where? . . . In her new 
home. 
When? . . . When the last 
piece of furniture is in place 
and she has come to terms 
with her decor. 
Why? t . 
Because a party

llow? . . . she is probably

and yet, in times «if 
fuss and flurry, things w» are 
most familiar with are the 
ones we forget. 


RECENTLY A new bride— 
with ample background ex­ 
perience 
reported, “ Do you 
know when Bruce brought 
those three extra guests in to 
dinner the other night, 1 sud­ 
denly had a sort of mental 
blackout, I couldn't remember 
whether 
the

blade 
should be turned away from 
the plate or toward it.” 
The direction of a knife 
blade might seem to be a 
trifling matter but—even in 
this last half of the 20th cen­ 
tury when our tables are edit­ 
ed lor simplicity—the placing 
of the silver flatware is still 
governed by a set of rules as 
definite as army regulations. 


This is. of course, for sit dow n 
meals 
The buffet is a free form 
affair. 


ALL OF THIS is covered in 
a series of table settings by 
Heed & Barton. America's old­ 
est ma tor silversmiths, which 
show their sterling * Sa\an- 
nah" pattern in correct posi­ 
tion and also 
interestingly— 
in its decorative relationship 
to other silver pieces on the 
table 
Both formal and informal 
dinner settings illustrate the 
established edict that 
flat­ 
ware shall be placed in the 
order of use from the outside 
and spoons to the right; forks 
to the left (with the excep­ 
tion of the fish or cocktail 
fork which goes on the far 
right). 
On the formal table, the 
soup spoon is placed on the 
far right for the first course, 
then the knife for the main 
course to be used with the 
fork (far left). The salad fork 
next to the plate (left) will 
be the last piece used before 
the table is cleared and the 
dessert brought in with the 
silver on the dessert plate— 
fork to the left—spoon to the 
right. 
Teaspoons 
or 
demi-tasse 
spoons are placed on the 
saucers of tea or demi-tasse 
cups whether coffee is served 
in the living room or at the 
table.

candles around a glass holder 
filled with w h i t e s p i d e r 
“ mums.” 


Silver cigarette urn and 
ash trays complete the pic­ 
ture. 


There are no bread and 
butter plates since this is a 
formal dinner. They appear 
in the semi-formal setting 
with the butter spreader laid 
across the top of each one. 


THE COCKTAIL fork too 
puts in an appearance (at the 
far right) to accommodate the 


first course, a crab meat 
cocktail, which is already on 
the table when the guests sit 
down. It is placed on a white 
China shell set on a small size 
black service plate which in 
turn is set on a white china 
service 
plate 
bordered 
in 
b l a c k a nd gold—all this 
against a pink linen cloth. 


The black note is repeated 
in the centerpiece, a silver 
bowl with a black grain ware 
lining—filled 
with 
colorful 
fruits and in black candles in 
low 
modern silver candle­ 
sticks. 


Setting for a luncheon is 
like that for the semi-formal 
dinner with the first course, 
a soup or even salad, on the 
service plates when the guests 
sit down; dessert silver com­ 
ing in the dessert plates and 
coffee served by the hostess 
at the table or in the living 
room. 


A POPULAR variation for 
an informal luncheon or din­ 
ner or Sunday night supper 
is the placing of the dessert 
silver above the plate — a 
thought and time-saving de­ 
vice too for the maidless 
hostess. 


A Sunday night supper set­ 
ting shows the sterling flat- 
ware in an elegant frame ar- 
r a n g e m e n t with the fork 
handle above the plate turned 
to the left, the spoon handle 
pointing right. 
Plates 
are 
white, 
soup 
bowls leaf green and leaf 


shaped. linen cloth leaf green 
and the centerpiece a free* 
form silver bowl with fruits 
stacked in its narrow end, tall 
sprigs of spring foliage rising 
from its wider end. At this 
end, too. stands a silver candle 
holder filled with five tall 
white candles. 


The buffet setting conforms 
to one rule only, that silver 
flatware shall be placed for 
convenience in sequence for 
self-service. 


IN THE REED & Barton 
setting the sterling flatware 
is lined up center front, forks 
on one side of a pile of plates, 
knives on the other. Plates 
are turquoise decorated. Lin­ 
en cloth and napkins are tur­ 
quoise. A chafing dish of un­ 
usually beautiful shape holds 
hot food, a silver bowl offers 
salad. 


And handsomely presiding 
over the w hole scene—though 
it stands on the side of the 
table against the wall—is a 
big beautifully ornate silver 
candelabrum backed by a tall 
arrangement of varicolored 
spring flowers and pussy wil­ 
lows. 


The purpose of the settings 
is to show not only the cor­ 
rect arrangement of sterling 
flatware but also its part— 
along with other pieces—in 
the composition of the table 
settings of today when the 
tendency is to let one’s silver 
play a top role in the table's 
decoration. 


THE SU ND AY NIGHT SUPPER or informol dinner 
setting sees the rule for bringing dessert silver 
in on dessert plotes discarded in favor of placing 
it obove the plate after the English custom. The 
Reed & Barton sterling Savannah flatware glit­ 
ters against a green linen cloth. Green leaf soup 


bowls ore set on white plotes. Condles are white. 
Fruits and a dash of green flowering foliage fill 
a free-form silver bowl which along with the 
plain silver sculptured ashtroys, contrast very nice­ 
ly with the delicate decoration of the flatware to 
provide on oltogether charming setting. 


EVEN THE OUTDOOR buffet table can have real eye- 
oppeal. Here Fonda's Firmware with its barbecue design 
contrasts prettily with turquoise tablecloth, orange nap­ 
kins and matching cups. Centerpiece has been made by 
cutting cardboard into a two-by-one-foot rectangle and 
covering it with green crepe paper. Larger paper-made 
fruits are then potted to the cardboard, supplemented 
by plastic grapes, leaves and yellow-colored wheat. The 
completed orrongement is then placed on a long, narrow 
tray. 


IN A BUFFET SETTING, the silver flatware marches in a straight 
tailored line across the front of the table—on either side of a pile 
of plates.

For Guidance Of Newlyweds 


Newlyweds

Rather than listening to the 
joyful sounds of coins and 
counting the other cash, the 
young marrieds are advised 


by experts to think about fi­ 
nancial security — including 
the money they don't have. 
Money, say the economists, 
does four jobs. First, it must 
provide funds for meeting 
day-to-day expenses. Second, 
it must provide a reserve 
fund of ready cash for emer­ 
gency expenses or minor lux­ 
uries. 


THIRD, IT should cover an 
adequate insurance program. 
Fourth, it should include an 
investment program. 
In 
figuring 
how 
much 
money you have, remember 
that it’s not how much you 
earn, but how much you 
bring home after all deduc­ 
tions that counts. 
After minimum housekeep­ 
ing expenses are met, a sav­ 
ings account usually is the 
first step toward financial 
peace of mind. 
Regular saving is Indispen­ 
sable, for it provides cash 
that can be reached in a hur­ 
ry. Three months gross in­ 
come is the minimum to keep 
on hand in a savings account; 
six months income is the 
maximum for the earnings 
offered. 


IN BUYING life insurance, 
remember that its function 
is to provide security if the 
family’s major breadwinner 
should die or become inca­ 
pacitated. 
Adequate insurance cover­ 
age should amount to at least 
five years of the family’s 
gross income.

A certain amount of laiaaet- 
faire is essential for all par­ 
ties concerned, the f a m i l y 
counselor says. 


“YOUNG PEOPLE should 
both have an opportunity to 
let their needs be known, and 
also to refuse help that is 
offered,’* he states. “If the 
marriage is to survive, the 
young people must develop 
emotional maturity, w h i c h 
means independence f r o m 
their parents.** 
Graham outlines 
several 
areas in which help may be 
needed temporarily. 
*i favor helping the young 


husband complete his educa­ 
tion, rather than handing out 
money for specifics like food 
and furniture. 
“In case of illness, paren­ 
tal help may be needed, and 
this of course has a purpose 
and an end to the helping. 


“TEEN-AGE couples in par­ 
ticular need some companion­ 
ship with their parents. These 
youngsters can be dreadfully 


lonely. They are isolated in 
a real sense; they don’t go 
around any more with unmar­ 
ried individuals, and they are 
not likely to make contact 
with teen-age couples. They 
need to visit with their par­ 
ents.** 
Other kinds of help will be 
acceptable, says Graham, if 
the assistance does not im­ 
pose the standards of the old­ 
er generation on the younger.

Choosing a floral theme for 
the wedding which is repeat­ 
ed in the flower arrange­ 
ments at the home reception 
can be done with artistry, 
even if the bride-to-be is 
managing her wedding on a 
budget. 
By selecting flowers that 
are plentiful and in season, or 
blooms that are available 
year-round, costs can be held 
down. 
Members of the Florists’ 
Telegraph Delivery Assn. rec­ 
ommend that one or two fa­ 
vorite blooms be repeated in 
all decorations, bouquets and 
corsages. 
Here are some of the popu­ 
lar choices across the coun­ 
try where brides have chosen 
to have an informal recep­ 
tion in their own homes, ac­ 
cording to an association sur­ 
vey: 
Girls in New York prefer 
tailored floral arrangements 
and lean to gladioli or gla- 
mellias. Here on the West 
Coast, orchids are favorites. 
In suburban Chicago, daisies, 
sometimes mixed with corn­ 
flowers, 
are 
preferred 
at 
spring weddings. 
While home weddings are 
not as common in Washing­ 
ton D. C., since the city is 
filled with career girls who 
go home to be married, those 
who are married in the cap­ 
ital prefer all-white floral 
decorations. 
In the summer in the 
South, the daisy is favored, 
and gardenias combined with 
ivy are popular. In the fall, 
feathered chrysanthemums 
make up the bridal bouquet, 
as well as the house decora­ 
tions. 


The Wedding Cake 
And Haw It Started 
The layered wedding cake 
originated in thé time of the 
Anglo-Saxons. 
Each of the wedding guests 
brought a sweet bun. These 
were piled as high as possible 
and if the bride and bride­ 
groom could kiss over the 
top, they were assured of 
prosperity.

Here Are Some Helpful Tips 
On Selecting Wedding Shoes 


Today’s guy tying of old 
shoes to the bridal couple’s 
car finds its origin in the 
ritual of casting a shoe after 
the bride to signify her fath­ 
er’s transfer of authority to 
her new husband. 
But the modern bride is 
less concerned with the sym­ 
bolism of old shoes than she 
is with what new shoes she 
should be wearing. 
Traditionally, her shoes are 
white or ivory to match her 
gown. If she wears a deli­ 
cately tinted blue or pink 
dress, the shoes are dyed to 
match. 


Practically in material of 
the shoes need not be a con­ 
sideration, this one time, but 
the bride's shoes must be 
comfortable if she. is to feel, 
and look, her best. 
The National Shoe Institute 
says that since the lowered 
heel has become high fash­ 
ion, no bride has to teeter 
down the aisle on spike heels. 
However, she can wear the 
very high heels if she want 
to, and is accustomed to 
them. By the same token, she 
can wear entirely flat heels. 
Whether the gown be street 
length, ballerina length or 
sweeping the floor is not the 
criterion of p r o p e r heel 
height, the institute says. 
Choose heel height instead by 
the height of the bride, your 
height in comparison with the 
groom and the shoes which 
feel

your feet.

A Tradition Holds True In Marin 


The 
tradition 
of 
June 
brides has been holding true 
quite consistently in Marin 
County, 
according to 
rec­ 
ords of the Marin county re­ 
corder. 
With a few exceptions, the 
month of June has been the 
most popular month for mar­ 
riages by far. 
Going back to 1959, we 
find 70 marriages recorded in 
June, whereas the average 
per month was only 48. In 
1960, June brides totalled 
101, almost double the year s 
monthly average of 55. In 
1961, 72 couples filed mar­ 
riage licenses in June. This 
was exceeded only in Septem­ 
ber, when 81 were filed. 
Last year, 80 marriages 
were recorded in June. But 
the marriage boom did not 
subside with that month. In 
July and August, the figure 


rose to 83 for each of the 
months, then gradually began 
dropping in September. 
Why there was such a big 
boom (101) in June of 1960 


is not known, unless leap year 
has something to do with it. 
Next leap year is 1964, and 
so June next year should be 
something to watch.
